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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims adds the feature the three or more magnetic detection devices are required in 
the claims, the three or more devices being disposed in a wheel spoke arrangement to point along their respective axes from a common 
point. The claims under final rejection having two such sensors and the addition of this third sensor changes the scope of the claim which 
will require further search and consideration before any determination of patentability can be made. 

Futhermore, while such amendments may overcome the outstanding rejections, the new features to the claim may be read upon at least 
the Tong et al. (US5199178), which may render the claims obvious. However, before any such determination of obvious could be made, 
further consideration and search in view of the prior art would be necessary. 
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
